BIG INCREASE FOR 
HOGS IN MISSOURI 


By tlie Associated Presa. 
JEFFERSON CITY MO., May. 13- 
Hogs in the state now number 4,856,- 
000 head, a 31.51 per cent insrease 
over the number in Missouri January 
says a report issued today by the 
federal-state crop reporting 
service. 
The Increase is due to the farrowing 
of spring pigs, which from January I 
amounted to 66.02 per cent of the 
number of hogs on farms In January". 
Sixteen percent of the stock now- 
on farms is composed of brood sows 
the report states, or the sam e pro­ 
portion as of last year although the 
actual number is greater. Fifty-seven 
percent of those now' on farms are 
bred, compared with 69 percent at 
this tim e last yeear. 
Only 28 percent of the ^Missouri 
bogs are now- on feed, compared with 
38 percent a year ago, farm ers at 
present planning to market 91 per­ 
cent of these hogs by July I. 
M issouri hogs are divided aa fol­ 
low s. pigs, 2,448,000; sows 776,000; 
boars 67,000; and all other hogs 1,- 
585,000. There are 1.360,000 hogs act­ 
ually on feed in preparation for the 
market.

and their removal west of the Missis­ 
sippi at the end of twenty years. When 
trouble over its execution developed j 
in 1832 the Seminoles were offered an­ 
other treaty requiring their rem oval, 
within three years. 
Although se\en <*hiefs accepted the 
treaty Osceola and the younger lead­ 
ers, declaring that they had been de­ 
ceived, refused to sign. 
They carried 
their protest 
to W ashington. 
But 
President 
Jackson 
was 
determined 
that they m ust po west. Iii a council 
with General Thompson, the Indian 
agent, < Osceola proved that he was 
equally determined. Rushing up to the 
table on which the treaty lay, he 
plunged his knife clear through the 
paper and deep into the wood and ex­ 
claimed passionately, “The only treaty 
I wit! execute is with T H IS!” 
After a second unsuccessful confer­ 
ence General Thompson ordered Osce­ 
ola thrown into prison in Irons. Then 
he agreed to sign* 
But he was only 
temporizing, for the humiliation had 
aroused the tiger in the Seminole’s 
heart and he resolved on war. 
lo the 
summer of 1835 he surrounded IOO 
so ld ie r under Major Dade sent against 
the Indians and killed every man ex­ 
cept three. On the same day he shot 
down General Thompson. 


Then ne loosed a storm of destruc­ 
tion upon the settlers of Florida. 
“When Asi yaholo's name is whispered 
the white man shakes with the swamp 
ague and his gun drops to the ground” 
was the boost of one of his chiefs. 
Four general* were sent successively to 
conquer the Seminoles and all of them 
failed. 
Then General Jesup took command. 
Maddened by the popular outcry for 
decisive action, Jesup summoned Osce­ 
ola to a conference under a flag of 
truce and in violation of the mo^t sa­ 
cred emblem in war he detained Hie 
chief and put him in prison. Osceola 
was sent to Fort Moultrie, S. C. Here. 
hi* proud spirit broken by the manner 
of his capture and his imprisonment, 
he died in January, 1838.

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STORY OF HENRY FORD, MECHANIC 
MANUFACTURER AND FARMER 


MECHANICAL 
GENIUS 
HAS 
MAGNIFICENT 
FARM NEAR BIRTHPLACE AT 
DEARBORN, MICHIGAN. 


In an Interview published in the 
Farm 
Mechanics, a magazine de­ 
voted to farm improvements, mach­ 
inery, equipment and farm buildings 
Bernard 
L. Johnson, 
the 
Editor, 
says: 
Henry Ford is a farmer, and a 
food one. 
He was born a farmer-boy near 
Dearborn, 
Mich. 
His workshop, 
where he built his first engine, was 
on his farm; and now he makes his 
home there, at the same time dir­ 
ecting his farming operations and 
guiding them into the modern effic­ 
ient way. 
The old original acreage has been 
added to many times ainee those 
early days. 
The farm now covers 
more than 9,000 acres, with FI,OOO 
acres ender a high state of cultiva­ 
tion 
Except for a few saddle hors­ 
es there is not a horse on the place. 
You all know Mr. Ford as a mec­ 
hanical genius, as a production wiz­ 
ard, aa the manufacturer of Ford 
cars and trucks and of Fordson trac 
tors, and as the man who started 
price tumbling a year ago wPh dras­ 
tic cut In Ford prices, and the epoch 
making verdict that the war is now 
over—and that war prices must go 
But you probably do not know Henry 
Ford as a farmer, nor realise quite 
how much of a farmer he is. 
I determined 
that 
lf possible I 
would head a delegation to visit Mr. 
Ford at his farm and see first hand 
what kind of a farmer the maker 
•f the Ford car really is, how he 
thinks a modern farm should be op­ 
erated, and what he sees ahead for 
formers. 
A ride of half an hour but Michi­ 
gan Are. from the Detroit City Hall 
brings you to the thriving Tillage of 
Dearborn; and it is here that Henry 
Ford is at home. 
The farm lies 
along both sides of the paved high- 
war as vou approach the village, the 
well tilled fields stretching away, 
level and verdant, as far as the eye 
can reach. 
Mr. Ford’! 
residence la to the 
right, away back 
from the road 
among a tangle of natural forest 
growth which 
fringes the River 
Bouge at this point a very meander­ 
ing windoy little stream. 
We will stop at the house now, 
at Mr. Ford is much likeiv to be 
over at his office or shop, these be- 
locaterl in the so-called “old tractor 
plant.'* now the 
publishing 
office 
of "The Dearborn link pendent," Just 
a few miles further along the road 
os the outskirts of the village. 
Yes. Mr. Ford was there, one of 
his eapable secretaries informed us; 
but very busy; he had been in and 
out several times that morning; was 
Just getting ready to be gone for a 
week on railroad matters, "however, 
lf your errand pertains to farming 
Mr. Ford would no doubt like to see 
you, if only for a few moments.*' 


And presently Henry Ford come 
kl. his hair wind tossed In true out- 
loor farmer style, a kindly twinkle 
In hie eye, and real warmth and de- 
mocracv in his hand clasp. He pull­ 
ed bls chair over to my corner and, 
tilted It back against 
the wall, 
swung his long legs—emd talked of 
formers, farming, and the New Day 
that ie Just about to break on the 
Term for those who are wide awake 
enough to see it. 
"Why, farming, Mr. Johnson, the 
way we do It here, 
is so simple 
there Is really nothing to it. Twenty- 
one days a year does all our farm 
work. 
The rest 
of the time the 
boys go back into the shop and build 
tractors, 
"That is the way it should be with 
all farmers. 
The time will come— 
mark my word—when every farming 
community will have its local shop 
and industry where the farmers can 
employ themselves productively for 
the two hundred days and more each 
yesr when there is no work to be 
ion# ob tbs farm. 
"As I see it, the farm homes In 
the future will be grouped in villages 
where modern conveniences can be 
enjoyed cheaply and where the work I 
ers can find profitable employment ! 
about nine months of every year. 
when there is nothing more to do I 


out in the fields. 
In the spring and 
again in the fall when field work 
is to be done, the tractor and im­ 
plements will be loaded onto motor 
trucks and quickly hauled to the 
job. 
The work will be quickly done 
and the implements returned again 
to proper storage.** 
I spent a week going 
carefully 
over the Henry Ford Farm, talking 
with the men, inspecting the fields 
and buildings. 
I also had the eye 
opening experience of a personally 
conducted trip thru the Ford Motor 
Co. plants at Highland Park and at 
River Rouge. 
The big Ford factory 
at Highland Park (out Woodward 
Ave., Detroit)* resembles a busy, 
bustling city with its numerous act­ 
ivities. 
It operates its own power, 
heating and lighting plant, fire de­ 
partment, telephone and telegraph 
exchanges, freight and express offi­ 
ces, laundry, laboratories and mac­ 
hine shops; and it maintains its own 
schools, hospital, safety and hygiene 
department, motion picture 
studio 
park and athletic field, band and au­ 
ditorium. educational and legal de­ 
change, grocery, 
drug and shoe 
stores, meat market, tailor 
shop, 
and it publishes its own newspaper. 
I was told by my guide that 55.000 
men ara employed here, working in 
three 8-hour shifts. The capacity of 
this, the parent plant is 1.250, OOO 
Ford cars and trucks annually. This 
fall a production schedule of 90,000 
per month Is being maintained by 
working only five days each week. 
Whatever anyone else 
may 
say 
about poor business Ford cars are 
selling. 
This popular car 
has 
be­ 
come by sheer virtue of its practical 
merits, a real business utility. 
Not 
alone in the cities and towns 
and 
manufacturing centers, but on the 
farm, and ranch, In the mines, in en­ 
gineering and the construction 
of 
public works, it Is every day proving 
ifs worth. 
It is a real necessity on 
the truck garden; with professional 
men of all classes, 
with 
business 
men in all branches 
of 
commerce, 
and along every avenue of industry. 
While this is an astonishing rec­ 
ord. It is simply working out 
ac­ 
cording to Mr. Ford’s plan, for he set 
out to build an automobile for uni­ 
versal use. 
It has, In sixteen years, 
met all tne expectations of universal 
service, and today millions of them 
are giving profitable and 
satisfac­ 
tory results in every corner of the 
world. 
rTe story of th® growth of 
the 
Ford institution reads like a fairy 
tale. A small, brick shod in the rear 
of his homo out on the farm was 
fitted into a workshop, and 
there 
Henry Ford—often working far Into 
the 
morning 
hours—devoted 
his 
spare time back in 1890 to 1896 to 
creating this first gas car. It was— 
or is. for It still runs—a two-cvlin- 
dered motor car with rn speed 
of 
from 
25 to SO miles 
an hour. 
A 
company was formed 
with 
Henry 
Ford as chief engineer, and a few 
were built. 
This 
connection 
not 
being satisfactory he withdrew 
in 
1901 to begin building another ear. 
which was completed 
in 1902. 
In 
1903 the present Ford Motor Com­ 
pany was organized. 
Mr. Ford own 
ed 2SM per cent of the sunk an I 
held the position of vice-president 
and factory manager. Th* , mupauy 
was capitalized for 
but no 
more than $28,DOU in ca Ii was ever 
paid into the treasury of the com­ 
pany. 
Henry Ford soon realized that his 
own ideas aud policies, which 
are 
very clearly defined, could not hp 
carried out unless he should be in 
free control. 
Accordingly, in 1906. 
he 
purchased 
sufficient 
stock 
to 
bring his holdings up to 51 per cent, 
and a short time later, at seven to 
one, procured 7*4 per 
cent 
more*, 
making a total of 681* 
per cent. 
This arrangement continued 
until 
1919, when Edsel Ford, who had suc­ 
ceeded his father as president, pur­ 
chased the remaining 41 *2 per cen’ 
of the stock. 
The company was re­ 
organized under the laws of Dela­ 
ware for an authorized capitalization 
of $100,000,000; and this is the pres­ 
ent arrangement. 
The first car manufactured by the 


Ford Motor Company was 
on 
the 
road in June and sold the earlv part 
of July, 1903. 
The growth of the 
Ford 
Motor 
Company has been progressive, con­ 
tinuous; and at all times tmpeled by 
the personality of its founder 
Henry Ford has ever been a work­ 
er—a man whose self-imposed Tasks 
occupy him until they are finished. 
Even today his many business In 
teres?* do not kep him out of his 
own private workshop—really an el­ 
aboration of that begun many years 
ago—where other Ideas are donning 
the clothes of reality. 
Thomas Edison has stated that he 
has to tLke off his hat to Henry for 
his knack of finding the best and 
simplest way to do thing* mechani­ 
cal that baffle the experts. 
Is It an wonder then that this man 
who builds 
with 
his 
own 
hands, 
whose ambitions, 
sympathies, 
and 
very life have been that of toller and 
thinker combined, should 
manufac­ 
ture a car, a truck and a tractor for 
the masses, or that he should enter­ 
tain a deep regard for the men who 
work In his factories 
The Human Side of the Ford Indus­ 
tries. 
The ideal conditions under which 
Ford men work and the confidence 
and loyalty they have in the company 
have attracted world wide attention 
and discussion. 
I asked what the company 
has 
done to bring about this condition. 
Mr. Ford’s idea is that 
confidence 
and loyalty in the men can come 
only after the company has shown its 
confidence and loyalty toward 
the 
men. 
Whatever it has been able to acorn 
plish in the way of better working 
relations and 
better opportunities 
for the men rests upon two things 
that Henry Ford stands for—faith In 
human nature and justice. 
On January 12, 1914, he put ten 
million dollars back of his faith in 
the thirteen thousand men working 
for him. 
He set aside that sum to 
be added to their wages under the 
profit-sharing plan. 
He showed his 
faith in the men by giving profits 
without any requirement of produc­ 
tion or efficiency. 
He gave a share 
of profits to men before they earned 
it, and gave it without asking them 
to earn it. He gave so that the rank 
and file shared in largest measure. 
He gave it with the unheard-of re­ 
quirement of clean and constructive 
living. 
He did more 
than give 
money. 
"You can't do any thing v it ti just 
money,’* says Mr. Frod. "Along with 
money, you must give something of 
vourself.** So Mr. Ford followed the 
giving of profits with his other ideas 
of justice. 
He made the interests of 
the men who worked with him in his 
factor his interests. 
He shortened 
the day’s work from nine hours to 
eight. 
He established right working 
conditions. He took away the power 
of arbitrary discharge. 
He created 
a department thro which he should 
be able to maintain a human 
and 
personal relationship with ench 
of 
his growing thousands of men, and 
guarantee justice. 
Six years later his thirteen thous­ 


and men had grown to eighty thous­ 
and; his annual output of cars had 
gone from a quarter of a million to 
a million; he had acquired, with his 
son. complete ownership and con­ 
trol of the company. 
The \isitor who has made a trip 
’hru the factory often asks to see 
what the com pany is doing for its 
men. 
They have ahead seen 
th*- 
greatest thing. They have seen men 
working under conditions which pro­ 
vide an opportune to earn a suffic­ 
ient and independent 
living. 
Mr. 
Ford believes that work is the one 
thing that can be given to men. 
is endea 'oring in all Ford Industries 
to provide work under 
conditions 
which will enable every man to be­ 
come self-reliant 
ant* 
independent. 
The average man 
may work 
for 
years in the Ford factories without 
need of having 
anything 
further 
done for him. He is doing things for 
himself thru the work which 
has 
been provided. 
Believing that men 
who are overworked, underpaid, sac­ 
rificed to bad shop conditions, uncer­ 
tain of their Job. and shut off from 
personal contact or appeal to their 
emploers 
are 
n >t getting 
a 
fair 
chance. Mr. Ford undertook 
to 
re­ 
verse these conditions, to provide a 
fair day’s work, Just pay, good work­ 
ing conditions, security of work and 
a chance for every man to secure in­ 
dividual and personal consideration. 
This is the Ford idea of welfare.

The new primulinus hybrid gladi­ 
oli are the hardiest of the entire 
gladiolus family and should be used 
for the earliest planting. 
The bulb­ 
i l s often survive the winter 
and 
come up in the spring, especially if 
the soil is light and well drained. 
The mature bulbs are not so hardy, 
but will brave 
more 
unfavorable 
weather than the 
other 
varieties 
which are farther 
from 
the 
type 
through frequent hybridization. 
The primulinus gladioli have loose 


spikes and are more graceful than 
the older classes and the prevailing 
color is yellow' with many exquisite 
shades .n jink, salmon, orange, buff 
and ranging into scarlets. 
The colors are all soft, reminding 
one of the soft shades in some of the 
late tulips. 
For the earliest gladiolus planting 
use the primulinus type.

mid-April they will give bloom
